IT  maye  pleale  your  good  lordfliipp  to  be  advertifed,  that  accor* 
dinge  as  your  honrtor  gave  me  in  commandment,  I  have  here 
fet  downe  in  wriitinge  the  true  order  and  manner  of  the  exeewtU 
on  of  Mary  late  queene*of  Scotts,  the  eight  of  Febrewary  15^7/ 
in  ihe  great  hall  in  the  callell  of  Fotheringay,  togither  with  a  rela* 
kion  of  all  fuch  fpeches  fpoken,  adtes  and  circa m (lances  precede 
dinge  and  concerninge  the- fame,  from  and  after  the  delivery  of 
the '  faid  Scottifh  queene  to  Thomas  Andrewes,  Efqnier,  high 

Pliriife  of  her  majeftie’s  county  of  Northampton,  unto  th’  end  of 
he  faid  execution,  as  followeth : 

It  beinge  certified  to  the  faid  queene  the  fixt  of  Febrewary,  by 
he  right  honnorable  the  earle  of  Kent,  the  earle  of  Shrowlburye, 
ind  alio  by  Sir  Amyas  Pawlett,  and  Sir  Drewe  Drewrey,  hir  go- 
k^emers,  that  (lie  was  to  prepare  herfelf  to  dye  thfe  eight  of  Fe- 
[brewary  next,  (he  feeraed  not  to  be  in  any  terrer  for  ought  that 
appered,  by  any  hir  outward  geftures,  br  behaveouf,  other  than 
niarvylinge  (he  (liould  dye;  but  rather  with  fmyling  checre,  and' 
plefant  countynance  dyfgefied  and  accepted  the  faid  admonytions 
and  preparations,  as  to  hir  faid  unexpedled  execution  ;  faid  tbar 
hir  death  fhould  be  Wellcome  to  hir  feinge  hir  majefite  was  (b  re-* 
folved,  and  that  hir  foulc  were  too  farre  unvforthey  the  fVuitien 
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c.ftlirioveof  heaven  for  ever,  wbofe  bndye  would  not  in  thii 
Nvmld  hr  content  to  indewer  the  broke  of  execution  for  a  mo. 
i.icni,  and  that  f^>oken,  (he  wept  mod  b^^tterly  and  became 

The  faid  eiaht  of  Fehrewary  beinge  come,  and  the  tyme  and 
place  a]>poinied  (or  the  execution  as  aforefaid  ;  the  faid  queene  of 
Ncoiis,  beinge  c»f  bature  tall,  of  bodie  corpulent,  round  fhowldcrd, 
her  (ace  fait  and  brod,  duble  cbenned,  and  bade  eyed,  bir  bor..  _ 
rowed  hc-re — borne,  hir  ativre  on  bir  bead,  was  on  this  manner ; 
jlie  had  a  drelling  of  lawne  edged  with  bone-lace,  a  pomander  [; 
chaine,  with  an  Agnus  Dei  about  her  neck,  a  crucifixe  in  her  | 
band,  '.1  paver  of  beades  at  her  girdle,  with  a  gouldmg  crofl^  at  | 
ih*  end  i)f  it,  a  vaile  of  lawne  failined  to  her  caw  le  with  a  bowed 
out  wvie,  and  edged  round  about  with  a  bone-lace;  bir  gownc  of 
Mack  fatten  prv nied,  with  a  tr.iyne  and  long  fleffes  to  the  grownd, 
fri  with  a  range  of  bulions  of  jett  irimed  with  pearle  and  fhort 
brdes  of  black  fatten,  cut  with  a  payer  of  belfcs  of  purple  velvet 
bole,  under  them,  hir  kirile  hole  of  ligiired  fatten  black,  hir  pety.  * 
<(»te  iiper  bodie,  unlaced  in  the  back,  of  crymlcn  fatten,  bir  peiy- 
ioic  Icirtes  of  cryinfen  velvet,  bir  Ihooes  t)f  SpanyHi  Iclber,  with 
the  lovvgh  fide  outward,  a  payer  of  green  (like  garters,  hir  nether 
boikingi  wobeil  water  coliircd  fet  clocked  with  lylver,  and  next' 
bir  legg  a  payer  of  Jarley  bofe  wliit.  This  queene  thus  appered 
ill  a  kind  of  joye,  wuboiii  any  <le(ier  of  deferinge  of  matters  ot 
time,  departed  bir  chamber,  and  very  willingly  bended  hir  beppi 
towards  the  place  of  exccuii(»n,  beinge  gently  carryed,  and  fup- 
]>orted  out  of  her  chamber  into  an  enttcry  next  the  faid  great 
ball,  hv  iwoe  of  Sir  Amyas  Paulettes  cheefe  gentlemen,  Mr  An* 
drewes  the  high  (lirilfe  gocing  bcb>re  hir,  in  which  enttery  the 
bonnorable  eaile  of  Kent,  and  the  earle  of  Shrowfburye,  comyti- 
oners  appointed  by  hir  inajellie  for  the  faid  execution,  togiiher 
with  hir  iwoe  governtrs  of  hir  perfon,  Sir  Amyas  PaAvleit,  and 
Sir  Drewe  Drewrey,  and  diveres  kniglits  and  gentlemen  of  good 
Hicompi,  did  incte  hir,  where  they  found  one  of  the  faid  queene^s 
iei  vanis,  named  Alelvin,  kneeling  on  his  knees  to  the  faid  qiieenc 
his  millris,  who  wringing  his  hands,  and  Iheding  of  teares,  ufed 
then  and  tbeie  tbefe  woords  unto  hir. 

Ah,  madam,  unliappie  me!  what  man  on  earth  was  ever  before 
the  mebinger  of  fjcli  imporiuiiaie  fori  ow  e  and  heavines  as  1  (hall 
be,  when  1  (hall  report  that  my  gooil  and  gratious  queene  and 
millris  is  beheaded  in  England?  This  beinge  faid,  leares  prevent¬ 
ed  him  of  tfiii  iher  fpeakinge  ;  whereupon  the  faid  tjueene  power- ■ 
iiijje  out  hir  dyeinge  leares,  anfweied  thus:  My  good  fervante 
I  ceale  lo  lament,  for  thou  ball  taufe  raytber  to  joie  then  to  inorne' 
lor  now  Ihali  thou  fee  Mary  Steward's  irubles  receive  iher  longo 
expected  end  and  dctermynaiioa  :  fur  knowc,  fayd  die,  <rood  fera 
same,  ibat  all  ihu  world  is  but  vanytie,  and  lubjecF  bilfto  more 
loriowc  then  a  whole  ocian  of  tearei  can  *  bcwaylc.  But  I  pray

e,  fayd  fhe,  report  this  from  me,  that  I  dye  a  true  wooman  to 
relidgion,  and  like  a  true  wooman  to  Scotland  and  France  ;

ry  good  lords,  I  doe  conjur  you.  Anfwcr  was  made  by  Sir  A* 
yas  Pawieti  to  this  effe^l;  I  am  not  forgittfnll  of  the  money 
ur  grace  doth  fpeake  of,  and  therefore  your  grace  fliall  not  nede 
reft  in  fufpicion  of  the  not  performyng  of  your  requeftes.  Then 
e  faid,  ther  reded  yet  one  requed  more  which  (lie  would  make 
Uo  the  lords,  and  that  was  this,  that  it  would  pleafe  them  to 
rmit  hir  pore  didrelTed  fervantes  to  be  prelenc  about  hir  at  hir 
ath,  that  ther  eyes  myght  behould,  and  ther  hartes  beare  wit* 
s,  howe  patiently  ther  queene  and  midris  (hould  endewer  hir 
ecution,  that  therby  they  myght  be  able  to  make  relation  w'hea 
ey  (hould  come  into  ther  owne  countreyes,  how  that  (he  dyed 
true  condaiit  catholick  to  hir  relidgion.  Then  the  carle  pf 
rnt  did  anfwere  thus  unto  hir,  madam, .that  which  you  have  de* 
red  cannot  conveniently  be  granted,  for  if  it  Ihould  be,  it  W'cre 
be  feared,  lead  (bme  of  them,  with  fpeches  or  other  behave* 
r,  would  both  be  greefious  to  your  grace,  and  trublelbme  and 
pleaiinge  unto  us,  and  to  our  compeney,  wherof  wee  have  had 
me  experience  ;  for  if  fuch  an  accclTe  myght  be  allowed,  they 
>uld  not  dick  to  put  fotne  'fuperdicious  trumperye  in  praidife, 
d  it  were  but  dipinge  thcr^  handccrchcrs  in  your  grace's  bloud,' 
erof  it  were  unmete  to  give  allowance.  My  lords,  faid  the 
cene  of  Scott s,  1  will  give  my  word  for  them,  dead  though  it 
they  (liall  deferve  no  blame  in  any  the  accions  you  have  na* 
ed  ;  but  alas !  pore  fawles,  it  would  doe  them  good  to  bid  ther 
idris  farwell ;  and  1  hope,  faid  (he  further  to  the  carle  of  Kent, 
our  midris,  meanyng  the  queen's  majedie,  beinge  a  maiden  • 
ueene,  will  voutfaffe  in  regard  of 'wooman.hode,  that  I  (hall  hive 
)me  of  my  owne  pcple  about  tne  ai'iny  death;  and  now,  faid  (he, 
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licr  tnajffftie  hath  not  tiven  any  fuch  comyflion  but  that  yoB  3 
nnpht  rraiit  a  rcqued  of  fare  grea'er  curtefie  then  this,  if  1  wcr*  | 
a  v\ooin.in  of  tare  me.iwer  tailing  then  the  queene  of  Scots.  ^  And  1 
then  I.crfeayving  that  (he  could  not  obtet ne  hir  requeft  without  I 
I’oine  iliHitnhie,  for  mere  grecfe  ihe  burft  out  into  teares,  faing^  I  I 
am  colTen  to  your  qiiecnc,  and  dclended  from  the  hloud  royall  of  I 
IK  nry  ihe  leavenih,  and  inairied  queene  of  France,  the  anoynted  | 
qu  enc  of  S-  oiland.  After  this,  upon  great ‘ con^ltation  had  be.  | 
t\%cne  the  t'\oe  earles  and  others  in  toniyfrion,  it  was  permitted  J 
that  Ihe  fhonld  have  fome  of  hir  fervantes  about  hir,  accordingc  ^ 
as  Ihe  hid  before  inflantly  intreated,  and  with  all  deflercd  hir  to  I 
inikc  choyce  of  fix  of  hir  bell  beloved  men  and  w ynien  ;  and  them  | 
of  iiir  men,  weare  .Melvin,  hir  potticary,  and  furgeon,  and  one  I 
f)iild  man  bofids ;  and  of  hir  wymen  (he  chofe  thofe  tvvoe  that  | 
did  life  to  ly  in  hir  chamber.  After  this,  the  laid  queene  beinge  | 
fnpported  bv  iwoe  of  Sir  Aniyas  Pawlett’s  gentlemen,  as  afore-  i 
fiid,  and  •Melvin  caiiyed  up  bir  trayne,  beinge  accomppined  with 
the  earles  of  Kent  and  Shrowflrury’s  gentlemen,  and  the  fiiriff'e  go* 
inge  before  as  aforefiid,  palTed  out  of  the  entterye  into  the  hall, 
in  the  faid  callell  of  Fotheringay  before  mentioned,  with  an  un- 
appauled  coiintynance  without  lerrer  of  the  place,  the  perfons,  or  i 
prepirations  then  and  there  made  for  hir  execution  ;  Itept  upon 
the  fcafold  in  the  faid  hall,  beinge  twoe  foie  high,  and  ieven  foie 
hrod,  with  rayles  rownd  about,  hanged  and  covered  with  black 
rowud  about,  with  a  lowc  (ioole  and  a  longe  faire  coufliinge,  anJ 
a  block  covered  with  black.  Then  haveing  the  lloole  browght  to 
hi.",  (he  lit  (lowne,  and  on  the  right  hand  of  hir  Hood  the  earle:ef 
).e:U,  and  the  earle  of  Shrowfhnrye,  and  on  her  left  hand,  Mf 
Andrewes,  the  (luiife;  and  right  oppofytr  before  hir  Hood  the  iwoe 
excciitionerq  and  rowiid  about  the  rayles  of  the  ftaflfould  Hood 
knights,  o^ndemen,  and  others.  '1  hen  fylcnce  beinge  made,  the  ' 
qil<'en^s  majetiie’s  comvflion  for  the  execution  was  oppenly  redd 
hv  Mr  Beale,  clarke  of  the  councell;  which  done,  the  peple,  with 
a  b>ud  voyce,  (aid,  Cod  lave  the  queene:  duringe  the  readinge  of 
which  comvllion  the  (aid  queen  was  very  fylent,  lyfteninge  unto  j 
it  with  Ih  carelelle  a  legard,  as  if  it  had  not  concerned  hir  death  i 
at  all,  nay,  raviher  with  lo  merry  and  cheereful  a  countynance  as  i 
if  it  had  been  a  pardon  from  hir  majellie  for  hir  life;  and  withall 
ufed  fuch  a  llrangnes  in  hir  words  and  deeds,  as  though  (he  had 
knowne  none  ol  the  aflemblry, '  nor  beine  any  thinge  feen  in  the 
b.nglilh  iangwage.  Then  Mr  iWlor  Fletcher,  deanc  of  Petter* 
hiirough.  11  audinge  devrectley  before  hir  without  the  rayle,  bend- 
inge  ln>  boddyc  with  great  reverauce,  uttered  ihefe  exoriationi 


followinge.

iTo  be  coficludcd  in  our  next^'l 
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Charader  of  the  'Emperor  Probus. 

The  merit  of  this  prince  was  equal  to  that  of  any  of  his  pre# 
deceflors;  and  if  his  own  foldiers  had  not  fhortetied  his  life, 
le  would  have  revived  the  age  of  AugUflus.  He  poflefled  ail  the' 
ualitiesof  a  good  man,  united  wiih  great  military  talents.  He  vyas 
s  celebrated  a  warrior  as  many  princes  who  have  more  particularly 
aid  claim  to  that  title:  ever  vi<$lorious  from  his  infancy  to  the  day 
►f  his  death  ;  yet  he  had  never  recourfe  to  arms  from  ambition, 
mt  necellity.  He  held  the  laws  in  the  higheft  refpedl ;  equally 
noderate  with  Marcus  Aurelins,  and  conllantly  attentive  to  pro¬ 
note  the  happinefs  of  his  fubjecfts. 

Probus  was  born  at  Sirmium,  in  Pannonia,  and  was  the  fon  of  a 
Imple  tribune.  Having  followed  the  profeffion  of  his  father,  he 
Ibon  acquired  great  reputation  from  the  uprightnefs  of  his  charac« 
ler,  and  his  undaunted  courage.  The  emperor  Valerian,  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  his  merit,  difpenfed  with  the  laws,  and  created  him  a  tri¬ 
bune  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  The  youthful  ProbUs  proved 
himlelf  worthy  of  the  favour  conferred  upon  him:  he  daily  didin- 
guiilied  himfelf  by  the  moil  brilliant  actions;  he  was  the  firfl  to  fcale 
the  walls  of  the  belieged,  forcing  the  enemy^s  entrenchments,  and 
fuccefsfully  oppofing  all  who  attacked  him ;  he  frequently  received 
Icrowns  and  other  military  honours,  for  his  uncommon  bravery.  In 
a  very  Ihort  time,  he  obtained  the  reputation  of  the  mod  valiant 
^nan  in  the  army.  An  officer  of^fuch'merit,  did  not  long  remain 
ithout  being  advanced  to  the  chief  command.  Aiirelian  appoint- 
k*d  him  general  of  the  army  in  Egypt,  againd  Zenobia’s  lieutenants ; 
^robus  executed  this  commiffion  like  a  fkilful  general;  and  he 
Compelled  that  province  to  fubniit  to  the  Rotnans.  His  behaviour 
towards  the  foldiers  did  hiui  equal  honour.  Besides  the  care  he 
took  of  his  troops,  he  made  the  mod  laudfble  ufe  of  his  authority: 
he  proietded  them  againd  the  opprelfioii  of  their  officers,  allowing 
them  all  the  booty  they  took  from  the  enemy’,  and  retaining  only  the 
arms  and  trophies.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  he  wara  rigid  dif- 
cipliiiarian;  and  feverely  punifhed  idlenefs.  The,  princes  under 
whom’  he  ferved,  acknowledged  him’  to  be  the  fird  general  in 
iheir  efteem.  Valerian,  in  conferring  upon  him  the  command  of 
i  legion,  wrote  to  him'iu  thefe  terms:  You  fee  that  I  advance 
you  very  fall;  but,  in  proportion* to  your  fervices,  the  rccompence 
romes  very  llowly.’^  Aurelian  wrote  to  him  nearly  in  the  fame 
ftyle:  The  tenth  legion/*  faid  he,'**  is  very  fortunate:  it  ffiould 

feem  that  this  corps  has  the  prerogative  of  having  no  commanders 
but  future  emperors.** 

This  prince  was  a  true  prophet.  The  emperor  Tacitus  being 
ilain,  the  eadern  legion,  of  which  Probus  had  then  the  command, 
being  partial  to  the  noble  qualities  of  their  general,  proclaimeci 
him  Caefar  with  the  greated  acclamations.  After  being  univer- 
fally  acknowledged  emperor,  he  drew  up  a  declaration  addreded 

to 
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to  ilip  fenare,  wlirrcby  be  left  to  that  body  ibeTole  adminiftrati. 
on  of  all  civil  afT.iirs,  bein^  deliroiis  that  the  provincial  magiftrates, 
hi  the  department  ot  the  emperor,  flionld  receive  their  power 
Ironi  the  fenate  ;  neither  wonld  lie  take  part  in  the  deliberations 
ol*  that  body  as  mailer,  but  only  as  chief.  1  his  magnanimity  of 
bchiviour  gained  him  all  hearts;  and  he  eminently  polTelTed, 
Ix’iides  uncommon  valour  and  noblcMicls  of  fcntinicnt,  that  virtue  j 
whiih  is  exjirelled  in  T^atin  by  his  name. 

After  he  had  eilablifned  his  imperial  authority,  he  avenged  the 
dent  hs  of  i  he  emperors  Aurelian  and  T acilus,  by  puniiliing  thofe  who  ' 
hatl  confpiieii  againil  their  lives;  and  a  fhort  time  afterwards  he 
took  the  Held  to  defend  the  Gauls  againil  the  iiuurfions  of  the.  , 
Franks  and  Vandals,  which  he  futcefsfuily  performed.  After  having 
rediiceil  the  German  nations,  he  erected  llrong  cailles  in  their  i 
<<Miiiiry  vviili  good  garrillins.  Such  a  ol(»rioiis  campaign  did  ,not  J 
inline  the  heart  of  this  piince;  he  gave  a  detail  of  his  operaiious 
to  the  lenaie,  in  which  iiolhinc;  but  the  greaieil  modeily  and  moil 
]»i()iis  feniiinents  were  exprelfed.  “  Nine  kings, faid  he,  are 
come  to  prollraie  ihemfelves  at  onr  feet,  or  rather  at  yours. He 
afirrA.irtls  rccpuiled,  tlvat  the  golden  crowns  %vhich  the  cities  had 
oifered  him,  llioiild  be  confecraied  to  Jupiter  and  the  other  gods. 

Probns  refolving  to  renew  the  war  againil  the  Perfians,  after  a 
peace  of  one  year\  duration,  picparcd  a  powerful  army  for  the  oc- 
raiiou.  Having  taken  the  rout  by  Illyria,  he  arrived  at  Sirmium,- 
where  he  remained  Ibnie  time.  As  he  was  unu illino;  that  his 
troops  111. mhl  be  nnemployed,  he  ordered  them  to  drain  the  marfhes 
whlcii  liiircmntled  that  city.  Mis  forces,  difpleafecl  at  this  com* 
m  in  i,  unniiiicd;  when  the  inllexible  feverity  of  Probus,  whom 
Jaliin  condemns  for  having  carried  it  to  fo  great  an  excefs  upon 
this  occalion,  made  them  ipiitc  furious.  They  attacked  him  upon* 
a  m  irih,  when  he  attempicd  to  take  refuge  in  a  tower,  which  he 
had  erected  to  ohfeive  the  foldiers  operations;  but  the  airallins 
forced  it  open,  and  put  him  to  death.  His  lofs  was  a  fubjee^  of 
general  grief  and  mom  ning  at  Rome.  I’he  mildnefs  of  his  go- 
xcrnmer.t  had  gained  him  nniverfal  eileem.  Even  his  foldiers 
<<>nld  not  help  reproaching  themlelves  with  their  conduct;  they 
ircvted  a  monument  to  his  memory,  with  an  iafcriplioii  which; 
tciHiic'd.  that  Probiis  was  really  deferving  of  the  name  be  bore,- 
and  betl.nved  upon  him  the  title  of  conqueror  of  all  barbarous  and 
lynnr.ical  nations. 

JVolvjs  rei^ne.l  only  feven  years,  tlying  in  the  fifty.firft  of  his ' 
ane'.  a;ul  in  this  (hort  I'ltjce  lie  raifed  and  rebuilt  feventy  cities, 
a.rmJinj-  to  the  tcllintony  of  Julian:  he  undertook  and  fupported 
i  tmv  vv  irs,  in  all  wliich  he  was  conftantly  viaorious.  In  a  word, 
the  .-mpire  under  him  aequired  the  fumiuit  of  its  happinefs  which  ' 
feemed  upon  lite  decline  as  li.ou  as  he  expired.  '

ft  tom.  Nay,  if  praying  to  the  faints  could  have  done,  we  had 
ougb  of  that  on  board.-  Though  it  pofiibly  was  not  their  fault 
ither ;  we  had  not  a  good  feaman  in  the  fhip.  W  ith  the  help 
half  a  dozen  Englifh  failors,  St  Anthony  might  have  got  us  Off 
e  coad;  but  it  was  not  to  be  expec^ted,  that  the  faints  fhould 
eave  out  an  anchor  to  work  the  fhip. 

S.  And  are  you  the  only  furvivor  of  the  perfons  on  board  ? 

M.  No.  There  were  four  of  us,  till,  like  fools,  we  went*  to  log- 
er. heads  about  the  few  trifles  we  faved  from  the  wreck. 

S,  Is  it  podible  ? 

M.  Yes,  very  podible,  father;  but,  as  I  thought  it  idle  to  quar« 
?1  about  property,  till  I  had  foine  means  of  prefer-ving  life,  1  feft 
ly  comrades  to  decide  the  difpute  by  themfclves. 

S.  Blefs  me  !  what  a  world  have  1  efcaped.1 
M,  Why,  father,  was  you  call  away  here  too? 

S,  No,  fon,  not  literally ;  but,  dilgufled  with  the  world,  I  retir- 
d  to  this  place,  to  avoid  its  temptations,  and  to  contemplate  on 
le  things  of  heaven.

img  retreat! — You  live  here  very  comfortably,  father,  if  you 
cl  any  body  to  converfe  with  now  and  th^n.  A  pretty  little 
attling  female  might  make  even  this  folitary  fpot  agreeable  :

Yes,  father,  your  folitary  philofophy  is 
all  out  of  fdliion.  It  is  difeovered  by  the  moderns,  that  a  man 
may  be  as  devout  in  a  cathedral,  as  in  a  cell,  and  may  cultivate 
philofophy  as  well  on  the  exchanges  of  Amllerdam  and  LondoO| 
as  if  lie  were  call  away  on  Robinfon  Crufoe’s  illand.  I  a  word, 
father,  it  is  to  he  dcinonllrated — delicate  fi(h  ! — that  an  anchoriu 
is  an  ufelefs  being,  and  cannot  poliibly  be  of  fervice  to  any  human 
creatine.

JV/.  Egad,  father,  you  have  caught  me.  1  fee  that  a  man  fliould 
he  iileni  at  meals:  his  brains  arc  not  worth  a  farthing  while  he  is 
filling  his  hell> .  1  beg  your  pardon.  It  mult  be  owned,  you  have 

very  eirciuially  fei  ved  me,  as  my  late  craving,  and  now  fated  ap* 
jictiie  can  teltify. 

l.e.arn  hence,  fon,  how  readily  ingratitude  arifes  from  want 
of  rellcc'tioii ;  you  ni.iy  from  this  inltance  alio  learn  the  vanity  of 
that  philolophy,  which' conlills  only  in  words.  Know  that,  as  na* 
tore  hath  tnachi  nothing  in  vain,  fo  providence  will  not  fuffer  any 
thing  that  is  itmoceiu  to  be  ufelefs.  Virtue,’^  fay  you  men  of 
tlie  world,  “  confills  in  doing  good  to  others;  and  how  can  a  mad 
do  gooJ  to  others  who  lives  by  himfelf?^^  Great,  however,  is  the 
meiic  ot  him  that  hath  courage  to  withdraw  himfelf  from  temp*, 
tation,  and  docs  no  harm.

H  ad  men  been  left  to  thcmfelves,  and  deprived  of  the  light 
of  revelation,  they  would  have  come  very  late  to  the  know* 

"  and  who  gave  exiftence 

K.  the  r;,irmt.il  and  malcrul  world  :  as  they  were  wholly  taken  up 

'sitli  their  wants,  and  the  means  of  fatisfying  them,  the  inv^iga* 
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n  of  the  fird  caufe^  which  required  long  and  difficult  obfervati* 
could  not  occur  to  their  minds,  but  after  the  revolution  of 
any  ages. 

VVhen  we  confider  the  univerfe,  and  meditate  upon  its  phacno- 
cna,  we  perceive  at  laft  that  the  divers  beings  which  coinpofc 
are  in  a  perpetual  fucceflion  :  that  their  exiftence  is  confined 
a  limited  time;  they  perifli,  and  are  re* produced  by  turns, 
et  if  we  look  farther,  we  fee  that  all  thefe  yiciflitudcs  are  only 
utations  of  forms:  when  a  plant  grows  rotten,  water  and  clay 
liilt  from  it,  which  will  form  new  coinbinatioiis,  and  give  birth 
new  beings. 

But  what  is  the  caufe  which  operates  thefe  changes?  I  learn 
m  my  obfervations,  that  they  are  the  confequences  of  fotne  mo¬ 
il  :  we  may  then  look  upon  inoiiou  as  the  agent  which- changes 
tinuallv  the  face  of  the  univerfe.  Motion  changes  the  inter- 
I  which  feparates  bodies;  it  is  a  particular  mode  of  being,  a  con- 
tion  in  which  they  do  not  always  remain  :  confeqiienlly  they 
u(l  liave  the  power  to  place  themfelves  in  that  flaie,  or  be  dif- 
►fed  by  fome  other  caufe,  which  exifts  out  of  them,  and  is  a 
ranger  to  them.  We  fee  indeed  that  a  body  in  motion,  moves 
fiother;  but  we  fee  no  wdiere  that  a  body  in  an  inert  ftaie,  puis 
felf  in  motion  ;  for  though  it  is  iinpoflible,  in  all  the  pha?nomena 
r  nature,  to  re*aicend  to  the  firft  caufe  of  the  motion  which  pro- 
uces  them,  yet  what  we  fee  indicates  that  there  is  one.  There- 
)re  there  is  a  caufe  extant  out  of  the  bodies,  capable  to  put  them 


I  motion. 

It  is  that  caufe,  whatever  i,t  is,  which  we  ought  to  confider  as 
le  principle  of  all  changes  which  happen  in  the  univerfe,  and  of 

II  the  forms  which  exift  in  it.  It  exifts  ncceflarily,  it  cannot - 
ave  been  produced  ;  for  if  it  had  another  caufe,  we  ffiould  at  lafe 
p-afeend  to  the  firft,  which  ow'es  its  exiftence  to  no  other.  We 

e  then  certain,  that  a  nccelTary.and  eternal  Being  exifts,  who  is 
e  caufe  of  w^hatever  is  in  this  univerfe  :  1  fay  caufe  of  wdiatcver 
i,  and  even  of  matter,  or  of  that  indiftinc^ible  part  of  bodies 
hich  vve  have  mentioned ;  for  that  inert  matter,  deprived  of  ae¬ 
on,  cannot  exift  neceflarily,  fince  it  owes  to  the  firft  Mover  its 
oft  elfential  qualities.  Confeqnently  the'firft  Mover  is  alfo  the* 
uthor  of  matter. 

We  conclude  from  what  we  have  faid,  that  the  Being  who 
oduced  matter,  and  put  it  in  motion,  having  noihing^out  of  him. 
If,  could  not  be  limited  by  any  agent;  that  being  Creator  of  all, 
*  preferves  all;  and  as  he  has  no  wants,  he  has  no  paftions,  $nd 
innot  be  determined  but  by  the  order  of  the  univerfe.  lie ’is, 
icrefore,  eternal,  infinite,  immenfe,  omnipotent,  perfectly  free, 
Dod,  and  juft.  We  cannot  knovv  what  is  the  nature  of  that  inef- 
ihle  Being;  we  know  only  that  he  is  different  from  whate?cr  fur- 
bunds  us.

■1  Hr  uuihIm-  ,  i  Icauicn  on  board  eveiy  man  of  war  is, '  at  leaft. 
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e  half  more  than  is  necelTary  for  the  navigating  part  of  the  flnp, 
d  for  affilting  landmen  in  the  fighting  part.  Every  merchant 
ip  is  obliged  to  take  a  crew  fiiflicient  for  the  navigation  thereof; 
d  the  number  of  teamen  on  board  a  man  of  war,  by  the  prelent 
acflice  and  ufage,  is  about  fix  limes  as  many  as  gener^ully  are  ufed 
trading  vefTels  of  the  fame  burden,  in  time  of  peace.  If,  thcre- 
re,  there  be  allowed  to  a  man  of  war, 'treble  the  number  of  fea^ 
cn  as  arc  generally  on  board  a  merchant  fiiip  of  the  fame  bur- 
n;  can  any  reafonable  man  apprehend  the  leatl  want  of  failort 
board  the  man  of  war  to  execute  the  navigable  part  of  it,  and 
perform  all  that  is  neceffary  to  be  done  by  mere  feamen?  The 
her  half  of  the  crew  might  be  lajidnien,  to  aflill  the  feamen,  for 
e  management  of  the  guns,  and  the  fighting  part. 

The  landmen  to  be  put  on  board  the  men  of  war  are  propofed 
be  the  yoiingefi,  Hiortefi,  and  mod  ac^live  of  our  foot  foldiers, 
be  drawn  out  of  all  the  regiments.  Thefe  young  land  foldiers 
ill  every  day  be  growing  more*  into  feamen  ;  fo  that  in  a  very 
ort  time  they  will  become  able  feamen  ;  and,  by  a  prudent  dif- 
ibiuion  of  them  on  board  the  men  of  war,  they  may  be  enabled, 
coiiju  licit  ion  with  feamen,  to  anfwer  and  do  all  the  fervice  nc* 
ITary  on  board  the  fleet.  • 

The  mixture  of  feamen  and  landmen  is  not  pretended  to  be 
ew.  France  and  Spain  have  long  taken  this  method.  Marines 
ave  been  likewife  ufed  in  England;  and  rcafon  demonfirates  the 
tility  and  benefit  of  them  under  a  right  regulation. 

The  only  objection  to  it  in  our  nation  is,  that  by  different  coni- 
anders  on  board  the  men  of  war,  foine  for  the  feamen,  and  o- 
hers  for  the  landmen,  difputes  among  the  officers  arofe,  which 
ere  of  ill  confequence  ;  but  that  mifehief  is  prevented  by  the 
refenl  fclieme. 

We  do  not  propofe  that  thefe  land  fbldier.s,  put  bn  board  the 
eii  of  war,  fliould  be  under  the  command  of  any  land-officers, 
yond  ferjeants  and  corporals,  w'lio  may  alfo  teach  all  the  feamen' 
roper  cxercife  and  dilcipline  for  land  fervice,  if  occafion  fbuuld 
quire  it.  ' 

Should  this  fcheme  be  put  in  practice,  it  is  very  inanifeff,  that 
ere  would  be  every  year  an  increafe  of  feamen,  equal  to  the 
umber  of  young  landmen  pul*  on  board  the  men  of  war;  fo  that 
Teby  the  navy  royal  of.  Great  Britain,  inffead  of  being  a  grave 
r  feamen,  would  actually  become  a  grand  nurfery  of  them,  and 
ould  be  always  capable  not  only  of  feeding  itfelf,  but  of  fupport- 
g  merchantmen  with  Tailors  bred  on  board  the  fleet.  * 

The  fcheme  may  be  executed  with  great  eafe  in  the  following 
anner :  ' 

Thofe  men  of  war  which  are  now  at  home,  and  arc  completely 
aanned  with  a  full  crew  of  feamen,  may  deliver  over  half  of  their, 
eamen,  to  fame  other  fhip  of  the  fame  burden  newly  put  into 
ommiflion  :  and,  inflead  thereof,  the  fame  number  of  landmen 
aay  be  put  on  board  them.  The 
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EFFECTS  of  A V  ARIC  E;  « 

r^'^HEKE  dwelt  at  Bagdad  an  old  merchant,  named  Abm 
1.  CalTeui,  noted  for  his  avarice;  although  he  was  vety  rkb, 
Ml  cloafhs'  were  nothing  but  patches  and  rags,  his  turban  was  of 
the  cosrfcft  cloth,  and  fo  dirty  that  it  was  difficult  to  diaingujQi 
the  colour;  but  of  all  his  whole  drefs,  his  pautouffles  [flippiersj 
were  what  merited  inoft  the  attention  of  the  carious:  the  fel#; 
were  armed  with  large  nails,  and  ihe  upper  leathers  were 
feinblage  of  botches:  the  famous  fliip  of  Argos  had  not  fo  iha 
pieces  in  it,  and  fince  they  had  been  patouffies,  which  was  about 
ten  yerrrs,  the  moft  fkilful  Criders  in  all  Bagdad  had  cxhaufled 
their  fklll  to  keep  them  together.  They  were  even  become  fo  heavy, 
that  they  pafled  into  a  proverb,  and  when  any  one  wanted  to  ex- 
prefs  a  thing  that  was  remarkably  cluinfy,  Gaflem^s  pantouffies 
were  always. the  ohjet^  of  comparifun. 

‘  One  day  as  this  merchant  was  walking  in  the  bazar  (the  public 
rrarket  of  the  city)  an  offer  was  made  him  of  a  large  quantity  of 
t  hrillal,  of  uhich  he  made  an  advantgeous  purchafe;  hearing  fome 
days  after,  that  a  peifiuncr,  v.'hofe  affairs  were  in  a  ruinous  fliite, 
had  fome  cxiellent  rofe-waier  to  fell,  vthich  was  hts  laft  refource, 
he  inft  intly  took  advantage  of  the  j>oor  man^s  misfortunes/  and 
bought  his  rofe-water  for  half  the  value;  this  new  bargain  put  htei 
into  good  humour  ;  however,  inflead  of  giving  an  entertainment  td 
his  neighbouiis,  according  to  the  cudoin  of  the  merchants  of  tb? 
Kart,  when  they  have  made  a  fortunate  purchafe,  he  found  it 
more  convenient  to  go  to  the  public  baths,  where  be  had  not  b^eu 
for  a  long  time.  As  he  was  undreffing,  a  perfon  whom  he  took  td 
be  hit  friend  (for  the  covetous  rarely  have  any  real -ones),  told 
him,  that  his  paniouHles  were  the' ridicule  of  the  whole  city,  and 
be  ought  to  buy  a  new  pair.  >1  have  thought  of  it  a  long  time, 
replied  ('affem,  but  they  are  rmt  yet  fo  bad  but  they  may  ferVe  i 
little  longer;  during  this  converfation,  he  was  quite  undrefled,  rm 
retired  to  the  bath. 

While  he  was  bathing,  the  Cadi  of  Bagdad  came  likewife  t# 
b  iihe,  Calfem  coming  out  before  the  judge,  paffed  firft  into  tbf 
clreHing  room,  and  having  put  on  hts  cloaths,  he  fought  in  vain  ftir 
bis  paniouines,  in  the  room  of  which  he  difeovered  a  neW  paflF^ 
our  a>aiitious  merchant  perfiiaded,  becaufe  he  wiffied  it  fo,  tl 
the  peifon  who  had  jull  rebuked  him  about  his  old  flippers,  h 
made  him  a  prefent  of  the  new'  pair, ‘put  them  on  his  feet 
hcfiiaiion,  .and  quitted  the  place,  overjoyed  at  the  thought  otf 
ing  fived  the  expense  of  buying.-  .  ^ 

W  hen  the  Cadi  h.id  done  bathing,  his  (laves  looked  about 
iheir  tnallrrVs  pantonffies,  inflead  eff  which  they  coiild  only  fimti 
vile  old  piir,  w  hich  were  readily  known  to  be  Caffem^s;  tb«  Cadi| 
.fficns  wciudue^ly  inqutftdfthe  fo^^  thief,  and  find  " 
him  Muh  the  iluleii  effet^is  upon  him,  after  exchanging  ibe 
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oulflles,  the  Cadi  fent  him  %tt  prKotf,  and  as  he  was  reputed  toi)# 
rich  as  he  was  covetous,  he  was  obliged  to  cotapromife  theii|tt'« 
with  the  Cadi  by  the  payment  of  a  confiderAle  fnm  of  moh>y^ 
Oil  his  return  home,  the  afflk^ted  Caflein,  for  very  (J>ite,  threw 
5  dippers  Into  the  Tygris,  which  ran  tinder  his  windhws;  fbme 
ays  after,  a  fidicrman,  pulling  up  his  net,  foundiit  heaiHer  than 
ifual,  which  was  owing  to  the  weight  of  the  pantoufRes ;  the  nails 
A'  which  had  catched  hold  of  his  net,  and  broke  feveral  of  the 
ncQies.  The  poor  dfhermstn^  enraged* at  Caffem  and  Kia  flippers, 
ook  h  into  his  head.to  fling  them  in  at  the  windows,  and  he  threw 
hem  with  fuch  force,  that  he  nverftt  the  chriHal  vafes  that  de* 
orated  the  comifhes  and  mantle-piece  of  the  room  ;  abd  one  of 
them  likewifc  ftruck  the  bottle  containing  the  rofe-water,  and 
dallied  it  to  pieces. 

Figure  to  yourfclf,  if  you  can^  the  agonies  of  CafTcm,  bn  behold- 
ing  this  fccne  of  devaflation ;  cuffed  pantoufRes!  exclaimed  the 
covetous  wretch,  tearing  his  beard,  you  fliall  not  do  me  any  future 
mifehief;  fo  faying,  he  took  up  a  fpade,  repaired  to  his  gardeh^ 
and  dug  a  hole  to  bury  them,  Ofie  of  his  neighbours,  who  for  a

In  this  metropolis  (and  I  bclicTe  throughout.  Scotland  in  gene^ 
ral)  half-pennies  of  a  bafe  metal  and  coin  have  for  feveral  yeari 
ball  been  circulated.  Sometimes,  indeed,  a  ftop  has  been  attempt^ 
fed,  the  invariable  confequence  of  which  heretofore  was,  that  bad 
coin  daily  increafed :  Thcfc  half  pence  have  accortlingly  been  re«> 
reived  and  delivered*  with  impunity.  The  labourer  mud  accept 
them  in  his  wages,  the  publicans  receive  them  for  their  wares,  or, 
which  is  worfe,  mud  give  credit,  and  the  grocer  lofcs  his  cudomer 
if  he  objecds  to  a.  bad  halfpenny.  This  b  the  date  to  which  tra» 
ping  people  are  reduced. 

What  dep  is  our  rulers  taking  to  redrcls  this  grievance?  When 
villains  are  apprehended  in  the  adlual  crime  of  coining  half  pence^ 
phey  cannot,  for  decency^s  fake,  be  altogether  looked  over;  they 
are  fent  to  prilbn,  but  have  they  ever  been  punilhed  for  thit  crime 
fince  bad  coin  began  to  be  fo  frequently  circulated?  No«'  The 
common  paragraph  in  the  news  papers  is,  ‘‘  On  Monday  three 
fellows,  accufed  of  coining  bad  half-pence,  were  apprehended  and 
committed  to  the  city-guard  And  we  hear  no  more  of  the  mat* 
icr. 

(As  none  of  thefe  gentry  are  ever  brought  to  punidiment,  or  (o 
iiuch  as  a  trial,  bad  halfpence  have  been  introduced  and  circnla* 
cd  as  well  as  gennine.  ones,  to  a  confidcrablc  extent.  »We  are 
now  publicly  told  by  authority,  that  we  arc  to  receive  no  bad 
half-pence,  and  our, truly  wife  gentlemen  in  authority  have  decla¬ 
red  it  punidiable  ^r  us  to  have  above  a  certain  quantity  in  out 
polTeirion  :  It  would  be  kind  if  thefe  fagacious  rulers  would  inform 
what  we  are  to  do  if  we  had  a  fapeenumerary  quantity  in  our  cuf- 
tody  at  the  time  of  their  edi«5l;  or  what  way  we  (hall  gnard  a* 
gainll  them  in  time-coming :  It  is  their  budnefs  to  bring  ofienders 
to  condign  punilhment,*  and,  if  th^  fail,  can  we  be  blamed  for  bc«i 
lieving,  that  they  connive  sit  the  fraud  committed.  Qj^ery,  W'he^ 
ther  is  it  the  greated  crime,  to  forge  the  note  of  a  private  banking 
company,  or  the  money  appointed  by  the  law  of  the  realm  to  be 
circulated  as  current  coin?  The  one  is  capitally  puntibed^  the  o* 
ther  ov  erlookcd.  .

She  was  pariimonious, 
and  even  avaricious:  but  tbefe  qualities  were  in  her  rather  virtues 
than  vices;  as  they  w'ere  the  reiult  of  a  rigid  ceconomy  that  ten- 
tilled  in  the  public.  Her  treatment  of  the  queen  of  Scots/ the 
moll  cenfurahle  ])aiT  of  her  conduel,  had  in  it  more  of  policy  thaii 
jiillice,  and  more  of  fpleen  thaw  policy.  This  wile  princefs,  who 
had  never  been  the  flave  of  her  ]>allions,  at  the  time  of  life  when 
they  are  found  to  be  mod  powerful,  fell  a  victim  to  their  violence, 
at  an  age  when  they  are  commonly  extinguifhed.  K

T\/TR  Buchner  iutrodoce*  the  main 
JVJL  fubjedlofthis  dilcourlc  with  fome 

|)rt*|Mr«itury  rrfle<$li<*ns.  He  next  lays 
bct'oie  ilic  reader  an  account  of  the  ai- 
xfiiijMs  formerly  made  for  the  relief  of 
the  dc<if;  and  then  |>«ii»ts  out  the  eafielt 
iiKthod  to  enable  deaf  perfons  to  hear, 
the  dil'covcry  of  which  was  ai  follows  : 

“  A  reputable  merchant  of  Wefel,  in 
the  duchy  of  Cleves,  a  venerable,  hoary 
old  man  of  fevepty-cight,  had,  as  early 
as  his  twentieth  year,  a  great  dilHculty 
ot  hearing,  which,  as  far  as  he  could  re¬ 
collect,  was  occali'jned  either  by  a  vio¬ 
lent  fall,  or  by  a  profufe  bleeding  at  the 
iiofe  The  molt  proraifing  means  againit 
thi.s  diioi-der  proved  inetfcdtual,  it  ra¬ 
ther  grosving  upon  him  frtmi  year  to  year, 
till  at  lali  he  became  quite  deaf,  unable  to 
underltand  a  hngle  word,  without  bawl¬ 
ing  in  his  ears.  Both  German  and 
Dutch  phyficians.  who  were  confuited  on 
this  occ.ilion,  could  not,  with  all  their 
nrt  and  ilcill,  alford  aijy  relief:  At. 
length  after  an  accurate  examination  of 
the  external  organs  of  hearing,  the  cafe 
was  deemed  incurabiC.  However,  ho 
])rocurcd  a  variety  of  acouHic  tubes  from 
Ainlterdam,  in  order  to  alFord  fome  re¬ 
lief  to  tliofe  who  wanted  tp  fpeak  with 
him  :  But  their  ufe  was  afterwards  laid 
aiide.  as  being  attended  either  with 
much  inconvenience,  or  as  never  procii- 
l  iug  any  diBindt  degree  of  bearing. 

Afterwards  marrying,  and  having  two 
of  his  eldclt  children,  a  fon  and  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  taught  to  play  on  the  fpinoet,  he 
often  came  up  to  it,  and  eagerly  wifhed 
to  hear  the  mulic  :  As  the  niufic-maiter 
once  happened  to  fay,  that  It  was  very 
])oflibIe  for  him  to  hear,  if,  according  to 
an  old  and  well  known  experiment,  liC’ 
held  a  thin  Hick,  or  a  tobacco-pipe,  with 
the  one  end  on  the  bridge  of  the  found- 
board,  and  with  the  other  to  tbe  upper 
teeth  ;  this  he  indantly  tried,  and  was 
greatly  pleafed,  that  he  could  both  plaiii- 
ly  dillinguiih  each  note,  and,  as  he 
thought,  much  ftrongcr  than  formerly, 
at  his  hell  hearing,  But*  all  this  was  in* 
ttiectnal  to  make  him  underBand  per- 
ions  fpeaking,  till  an  accidental  trial 
procured  him  alfo  this  happinel's, 
ill  the  year  1749,  he  had  the  good  for¬ 


tune  to  light,  by  mere  accident,  on  a  pe¬ 
culiar  method,  by  tvhich  any  perfon,  at 
the  dIBance  of  twenty,  or  even  thirty 
paces,  may,  without  greatly  Braining  his 
voice,  fpeak  to  be  underBood.  This  hap¬ 
pened  as  follows  :  As  oixe  time  this  deaf 
perfon  had  all  his  family  about  him,  and 
was  plealiog  himfelf  with  his  daughter's 
playing,  by  means  of  his  tobacco-pipe, 
his  brother,  who  happened  to  be  prefent, 
alledgcd.  that,  as  he  could  plainly  dtBin- 
guifh  tbe  founds  or  notes  of  the  fpinnet, 
he  might  alfo,  in  tbe  fame  manner,  u(i- 
dei'B-ind  the  articulate  founds  oi*  a 
fpeaker.  For  this  purpofe,  his  brother 
took  a  fpeaking  trumpet,  and  holding 
the  narrow  part,  or  mouth  piece,  to  the 
upper  teeth  of  the  deaf  peifoti.  he  ut¬ 
tered  a  few  words  at  the  upper  or  wider 
part  thereof:  This  trial,  however,  pro¬ 
ved  uofuccefsful,  the  deaf  man  not  be¬ 
ing  fenlible  of  the  lead  articulate  found: 
But  he  himfelf  directly  fell  upon  a  de¬ 
vice,  which  proved  more  fuccefsful^  The 
brother  was  to  hold  the  rim  of  the  wide 
end  of  the  fpeaking-trumper  to  his  up¬ 
per  teeth,  and  he  himfelf  to  do  the  like 
with  the  lower  end,  or  month-piece  t  U- 
poii  which,  hit  brother  had  fcarce  utter¬ 
ed  a  couple  of  word.s,  but  he  directly  re¬ 
peated  them  with  the  greatcB  joy,  and 
alfo  alTured  him,  that  he  underftjod 
them  more  diBinctly  than  if  he  had 
bawled  them  in  tbe  ioudeit  manner  in 
his  car. 

The  deaf  man  did  not  Bop  here  r  la 
order  to  b?  convinced,  whether  the  fuc- 
cefs  was  not  owing  to  the  BrnCture  of 
the  fpeaking  trnm})cc,  or  whether  the 
fame  thing  might  nqc  fuecced  with  other 
bodies,  he  direCtly  tried,  in  the  fame 
manner,  his  tobacco-pipe,  and  a  little 
wooden  Bick,  and,  to  his  great  joy, 
found  it  not  only  poffible,  but  that  the 
fpeaker  might  even  fpeak  as  low  as  he 
pleafed,  fo  the  voice  were  only  audible. 
The  enriolity  of  this  man  and  bis  friends 
did  not  reB  here;  they  wanted  to  know 
at  what'  diBance  one  might  ennverff: 
With  him  t  For  this  purpofe,  they  tnok 
thin  Blcks,  or  Hips  of  wood,  of  dilTerent 
lengths,  and  one,  in  parttcnlar,  (ix  feet 
long,  an  inch  broad,  and  of  the  thicknels 
of  the  back  of  a  knife.  Ac  Wefel,  and 
in  the  country  round  about,  they  c.ili 
fuch  IHcks  Booring-llips  or  laihs,  which 
they  ufe  in  filling  up  the  openings  of  tbe 
boards  of  the  flooring,  when  Barting  a- 
‘  funder ;  and  fuch  Hips  are  the  more  com¬ 
modious,  as  being  thin,  they  the  left 
hinder  the  pnmutvctaclon,  tind,  as  in  o- 
tlrcr  refpeeVs,  .they  prodtiecthe  fame  ef- 
fe<5l  in  propagating  found  ;  and  even,  by 
means  ofa  bandit  of* them  tied  togetiier« 
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the  found  it  diftint^ly  audible, 

wlicu  ilic  by-ltindcri  cau  Icaice  perceive 
aiiN.

ploycil  in  making  two  fire^ihips,  and,  on 
the  26th,  our  flre-ihips  being  prepared, 
a  council  of  war  was  held  on  board  the 
lord  high  admiral,  the  reTult  of  which 
was,  that,  at  midnight,  four  fliips  of  the 
line,  two  frigates,  and  the  bomb  ketch, 
fliould  bear  down  upon  the  enemy,  all 
under  the  command  of  commodore  Greig, 
and  that  the  hre^lhips  ihould  go  in  upon 
the  enemy.  Accor  dingly  the  tignal  was 
made  at  half  pail  twelve  to  weigh,  fo  we 
got  under  way  to  bear  into  the  harbour, 
as  alTo  the  twp  fire-fhips,  the  one  cono- 
jnanded  by  captain  lieutenant  Dugdale, 
and  the  other  1  had  the  honour  to  com¬ 
mand  :  After  a  defperate  fi  c  from  our 
fliipt,  our  lignals  were  made  to  bear 
down  upon  the  enemy,  which  was  an- 
fwered  by  them;  capi.  Dugdale  and  1 
determined  fairly  to  lay  our  velTels  along- 
frdc  the  enemy  before  we  fet  them  on 
fire,  but  his  boat's  crew  not  underfland- 
ing  him  lo  well  as  could  be  wifhed  for,' 
his  veflVl  was  fet  on  fire  before  it  was 
clofc  enough  ;  J  finding  that,  bore  away 
fomething  from  him  for  fear  of  catching 
fire  ;  I  then  lufi  np  for  the  center  of  the 
enemies  fliips;  my  grapplings  at  my 
fore-yard  arm  caught  the  bob-flay  of  one 
of  their  largeit  ihips  of  war,  and,  to  my 
good  fortune,  1  fet  my  veflTel  on  fire, 
and,  in  about  five  minutes,  the  Tuikifli 
Ihip  was  all  in  a  blaze  .**  1  got  off,  thank 
God,  without  fear  or  wound,  and  brought 
all  my  men  fate  off,  though  clofely  ]>ui'- 
fued  by  the  enemy.  The  moment  I 
cane  on  board  the  lord  high  admiral,  I 
was  congratulated  on  my  bejng  made  a 
captain:  The  next  nioming,  about  feven 
o^clock,  the  whole  of  the  Turkitb  fleet 
were  all  entirely  burnt,  except  one, 
which  was  towed  off  by  our  boats."

ENGLAND. 

London,  October  22 — to  29. 

We  have  antheniic  advice,  that  the 
plague  rages  with  great  violence  at  this 
time  in  Conllantinople,  and  parts  adj:'« 
cent;  that  the  prefent  has  been  an  ex¬ 
treme  unhealthy  Icafon  in  the  warmer 
clim.aies;  and  that  great  minibcrs  nf 
people  have  been  carried  oft'  in  confe- 
qnence. 

The  laft  letters  from  Gallipoli  men¬ 
tion,  rhat  upwards  of  three  hnndrcd  of 
the  Greek  inhabitants  had  juft  hecu  bar- 
biroufly  butchered  by  the  Turkilh  lol- 
diers,  in  their  paflage. through ‘th^t  city 
to  guard  the  Sireights  of  the  Daida- 
liclles. 

Wc  are  now  informed,  that  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  aiTair  at  Smyrna,  refpct^lirig 
the  matTacre  of  the  Greeks  there,  after 
the  Tiirkith  defeat  in  the  Archipelago, 
is  exaggerated  a  little  as  to  the  number 
killed,  but  the  other  particulars  are  con¬ 
firmed  to  us. 

Advices  by  yeflvrday’4  mail  confirm 
the  account,  that  iRe  inhabitants  nf  the 
Morea,  on  bearing  of  the  total  deJ'eat  of 
the  Ottoman  fieet,.  had  taken  arms,  and 
inatTacred,  in  their  turn,  all  the  Turks 
who  Jell  into  their  hands. 

The  Greeks  of  Lavidia  and  ThcflTaly 
have  revolted  againtfc  the  Tul'ks;  and 
the  Rnftian  flag  is  flying  on  many  illands 
of  the  Archipelago. 

We  are  ailhred  from  the  beft  authori¬ 
ty,'  that  the  French  ambaflador  at  Con* 
Uaniinnple,  who  has  been  reported  ,to 
have  fallen  a  martyr  to  iKe  fury  of  the 
Turks,  is  yet  alive  in  that  city,  nor  un¬ 
der  any  apprebenfioii  of  fo  terrible  a 
fate. 

The  French  ambalTador  at  Conftan- 
tinople  not  only  lives  in  great  fecurity, 
but  in  the  greateft  fplendor ;  and,  in- 
ftead  of  being,  as  has  been  reported,  de- 
teiled  by  all  ranks  of  people  there,  iti 
confequence  of  the  part  hjs  court  took 
in  bringing  about  the  prefent  war#

It  is  the  oeneral  opinion,  that  the 
Dufoilhire  ftnd  Edgar  men  of  war, 
U’hich  failed  fomc  time  fince,  a.'e  gone 
o  the  Falkland  Iflands. — The  accounts 
Tom  thofe  ifl.inds,  (brought  by  the  Ta- 
jiier  (loop,  cipt.  Hunt,  and  the  Florida 
loie-diip  which  arrived  at  the  end  of 
r»I«y)  were,  that  whilll  they  lay  there, 
at  Tort  Egmont,  two  Spanilh  frigates  of 
B"*  gnns,  having  a  regiment  on  board, 
arrived  there,  and  pretended  to  be  fui- 
'‘rifed  at  finding  the  Englilh,  who  they 
infilled  fiiould  evacuate  it  This  capr. 
Hunt  refni’ed  ;  upon  which  the  Spanilh 
rominandlng  ofliccr  landed,  and  took 
polfelHon  of  it  in  the  name  of  his  Catho¬ 
lic  niajelly,  and  allowed  the  Englilh  of- 
fli'  cr  fix  cnonths  to  evacuate  the  iflatnl. 

Hunt  left  the  Favourite  Hoop  of 
Scar  and  a  llore-lhip  at  Port  Egmoni. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  the  arrival  of 
The  news  of  Falkland  Illand  being  taken, 
all<»ws  juft  time  enough  for  the  Spanilli 
^■Cllcls  to  fail,  and  the  bad  news  to  ar- 
3ive  here,  fince  lord  Chatham's  declara¬ 
tion,  that  a  blow  was  ftruck. 

^  Wc  are  allured,  by  very  rerpe(5lab]e 
pr.ihority,  that  it  is  beyond,  a  doubt, 
^hat  lord  Chatham  fo  fettled  his  means 
vrinlonnation,  that  his  intelligence  of 
the  Iccret  movements  and  defigns  of  the 
El  ions  powers  of  Europe,  is  frequently 
conveyed  to  him  before  the  ambairadors 
here  ot  .fuch  rcfpetllve  courts  arc  ac- 
‘jutlnted  with  tliem  themfelves.  It  is 
iiffirmed,  that  his  lordlhip  knew  of  the 
determination  and  orders  of  the  Spanilli 
cabinet,  relative  to  tlie  difpoflrcfling  us 
;»  Falkland  Illands  within  fourteen  days 
Ironi  the  time  that  fuch  refolution  was 
taken. 

A  categorical  anfwcr  has  been  dc- 
Hunded  from  the  court  of  Spain,  whe¬ 
ther  they  Would  immediately  relinquilli 
pretenfions  to  Falkland  Iftand. 
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It  is  confidently  reported,  that  the 
court  of  Spain  have  declared,  that  if 
Falkland  Hies  be  taken  by  a  Sftittiijb 
force,  it  is  without  the  direc'^ions  or  con¬ 
currence  of  that  court. 

It  is  further  faid,  that  the  Spaniards 
declare,  that  if  any  fuch  matter  has  been 
done  by  the  king  of  Spain's  lliips  as  the 
above,  it  mnft  have  been  by  order  of  the 
governor  of  Buenos-Ayres  folely. 

The  Hoop  juft  arrived  from  Port  Eg- 
mont,  brings  an  account  of  her  having 
'been  beat  off  the  iH  ind  by  the  Spaniards 
three  fevcral  times. 

Col.  Campbell  is  to  have  the  command 
of  the  marines,  to  be  embarked  on  the 
expedition  to  Falkland  IHand. 

The  following  is  an  authentic  copy  of 
a  letter,  fent  on  Monday  night  from  the 
admiralty  to  the  nrafter  of  Lloyd's  coffec- 
houlV,  Lombard-ftreet  :
